<iuantltles on an adjoining leasehold 
and the products therefrom being ta- 
ken nut of the ground and marketetl 
anil said well is within two hundred 
feet of another lessor's property line, 
Hi.-n within three months after written 
noti^-e has been given lews.'.- to the 
elt.-ci that such oil or gas has com- 
menced to be transported off an.l 
marketed from the said adjoining; 
pr - mis. s the lessee or lessees of the 
;.:ri;,- within two hundred feet of 
■I lie siiid w.-llH shall begin to drill an 
offset well to each of such Wells so lo- 
cated, providetl said offset wells to be 
drilled are not leas than Ave hundred 
feet of each other, and upon his fall-
